ity of the calling to the witness stand 
of Mrs. Wm. Thaw, the

Stanford White, when the seventh 
week ef the case opened this morn- 
ing. . It was the general expectation 
that Dr. Britton D. Evans the alien- 
ist for the defense, would be the first 
witness on the stand today, and that 
Jerome would probably wind up his 
cross examination some time this aft- 
ernoon.

desire of the company. 


The approximate cost of the extensive 
addition, 
and the possible 


number of additional employes, cannot bo anounced at present. 


The B. & O. is installing extra, switches for the addition and will in 


this way be enabled to accommodate both the American Bottle company — 
and the Newark Machine Bottle company's plants. 


Newark is therefore to become one1 of the most important glass cen- 


ters in the country. For years the Eve-rot bottle factory has been a prom- 
inent factor in the glass industry and Air. E. H. Everett was made gen- 
eral manager of the new American Bottle Company which has factories 
here and in several other cities of Ohio and Illinois. The Everett branch 
of this company is producing a lar-jo volume of goods 


N«w die Newark Machine Bottle Company which makes bottles-by 


the celebrated Owens machines, is to increase its capacity so that the 
plant will cover seven acres of ground. The importance of this move on 
the part of the company can hardly be overestimated. 
AVliile the 
com- 


pany's officers will not at present say how many people the big industry 
will employ or how much money will bo invested in the plant the statement 
that tli<> plant will co\er seven acres and that the output will be six car 
loads of bottles daily, is sufficient to indicate the magnitude of the prop- 
osition.

Ethan Allen Hitchcock, Who Retires as Secre* 


tary of the Interior. 


A Plain Business Man Who Has Gone Ahead and Done His Day's Work. 


Got After the Public Land Looters Early In His Administration and 


Never Let Up on Them—Our First Ambassador to St 


^ Petersburg — How He Entered the 


Plate Glass Industry.

HIS is the story of plate .elfiss in 


America and the light that it 
has shed incidentally upon cer- 
tain dark places. 
It U com- 


paratively easy to steal a redhot stove, i 
Though some ingenuity on the part of ! 
the thief is required, the stove can be 
carried a\vay aiid concealed. But it 
would seem physically impossible to j 
steal an acre of land or a. thousand i 
acres or a hundred thousand acres, t 
Yet this feat lias been accomplished 
hundreds of times in the United Stated I 
without being discovered by tlie own- | 
ers of the land until many years have 
elapsed. In some cases the theft is 
yet to be discovered. 
The land has 


beeu stolen not from private individ- 
uals, but from you and me and all of 
us—from the American republic. It is 
our land, which we hold with a view to 
its being settled by those of us who 
need the land and who are permitted 
tinder our laws to buy it at a certain 
figure and use it to the best advantage. 


It Is a crime to steal a stove or a pis 


or a pocketbook. It is a far preater { 
crime to steal a quarter section of | 
land, for in so doing the thief steals 
away the possible home of a poor man 
and his family. Such a thief is one of 
the meanest criminals in the category- | 
In the western part of the United 
States, in about a dozen states alto- 
gether, hundreds of thousands of acres 
of homestead, timber, coal and desert 
}ands have been stolen during the past 


been. com i<-ied and lul indictments 
were pi-mlm^ when the report was 
written a few mo-iths a~o. 


It is not to be denied that many more 


convictions would lime been secured 
hii'l certain judges and legislators and 
other olliciuls held their oaths of omce 
as sucrwlly iuviulate as Mr. Hitchcock 
held his oath. Jim read this from the 
secretary's annual icport: 


"It i.s to ba regretted that the efforts 


to release the laud from the grip of its 
despoilcrs have been nu-t by every 
embarrassDieut that human ingenuity 
could devise. Po*^ erful influences have 
been concerned and have not hesitated 
to tijj^rt'^sn ely assert every agency 
that could be commanded to weaken 
tho hand of the law. Even local land 
office officials have been subservient to 
«ufh mfiuences, and the punishment 
imposed by the courts has in many 
eases beeu so conspicuously inadequate 
as to encourage rather than deter vio- 
lation15 of the law." 


Mr. Hitchcock goes out of office cor- 


dially hated by many men. Let us love 
hint tor the enemies he has made. In 
Missouri, his own state, the machine 
politicians of his party have despised 
him from the first. One of these ma- 
chinists actually expected to be ap- 
pointed secretary of the interior when 
President McKinley ignored "party 
services" and named Hitchcock, a 
business man. for a business job. They 
hate Hitchcock because he is not a pol-

The ofli'-ial was 
Ethan Allen Hitchcock, secretary of 
the interior. Mr. Hitchcock has served 
a little more than eight years in that 
cabinet position.

He has not been a fussy 
official. He has not made a loud noise 
from the housetops, proclaiming him 
self a political Messiah, preaching Re- 
form with a big R. Politicians do that.

Until about twenty years ago a plate 


glass window was one of the ''sights" 
in the average American town. Now it 
is one of the ordinary features of a 
store or office front even in the small 
villages. Who did it? Hitchcock, the 
same man who went after the land 
grafters aud cornered them. He cheap- 
ened plate glass so that it came into 
general use, and he did it by becoming 
practically the head of the so called 
plate glass trust. The story of plate 
glass is really the story of Ethan Al- 
len Hitchcock's life up to the time 
he was taken out of his glass factory 
business and other large enterprises 
and sent to St. Petersburg. 


Mr. Hitchcock was born at Mobile, 


Ala , in 1S:J5. His father was chief Jus- 
tice of the Alabama supreme court, but 
had come from Vermont. His mother 
was a granddaughter of Ethan Allen, 
that sturdy ofd Revolutionary soldier 
who demanded the surrender of Fort 
Ticonderoaa "in the name of the great 
Jehovah and the Continental congress." 
The father died when Ethan was onlyc 
four years old. The iamily lived in 
New Orleans and Nashville and|then 
removed to St. Louis, the boy complet- 
ing his scholastic education at a mili- 
tary academy in New Haven, Conn. In 
lSr>5 he went to St. Louis and began 
business as office boy and bill collector 
at $20 a month. Five years later he 
went to China. 


Hitchcock and Plate Glass. 


A cousin of Hitchcock worked the 


young man into a good position at 
Hongkong in a commission house, and 
a few years later Ethan Allen Hitch- 
cock became manager of the business 
and a member of the firm. He made 
only two trips back to America during 
his twelve years in China. One of 
these was 
get married. At the age 


of thirty-seven he had accumulated 
property enough to retire from busi- 
ness. Sir. and Mrs. Hitchcock spent 
two years traveling in Europe, then 
returned to St. Loais. But, rich, this 
young man ofj thirty-nine was not of 
the sort to sit down and loaf. He be- 
gan to look around for something to 
do. Here is -where the plate glass 
comes in. 


Missouri produces a great many 


things in addition to train robbers and 
mules. About forty miles south of St. 
Louis was a natural curiosity which 
the natives and many others knew 
about. It was a mountain of pure 
white sand, about 700 acres in surface 
area. The country people in those 
parts had used the sand to help scour 
their floors. They knew no other use 
for it. From Detroit went a rich, ec- 
centric person, a spiritualist, who tried 
to manufacture glass out of that -sand 
hill. He failed because no one in the 
United States understood the practical 
end of the industry. 


Mr. Hitchcock had built himself a 


fine residence in Vandeventer place, 
St. Louis, for which he imported plate 
glass from England at $2.50 a square 
foot. All the plate glass then used in 
the United States was imported by a 
firm in New York, of which" the father 
of Theodore Roosevelt was a member. 
Mr. Hitchcock went down to the Mis- 
souri sand hill and looked it over. 
Then he niada a trip to New York for 
information. 
He visited the elder 


Roosevelt and told him about that sand 
hill. 


"Mr,. Hitchcock," said Mr. Roose- 


velt solemnly, "there is no plate glass 
sand anywhere in this country." 


But Hitchcock returned to St. Louis 


and went into the plate glass business. 
He found it necessary to secure a spe- 
cial kind of furnace, which be bought 
in Philadelphia. In that city lie also 
found a young Englishman who knew 
how to make plate glass. He engaged 
the Englishman. In a short time he 
was selling Missouri plate glass to job- 
bers at $1.03 a square foot. Around 
his plant grew up the flourishing town 
of Crystal CTty, with a railroad built 
to it. Some time before a plate glass 
factory had been started in southern 
Indiana. Mr. Hitchcock's was there- 
fore the second in America. In time 
other deposits of plate glass sand were 
developed. Twelve factories were con- 
solidated, Mr. Hitchcock becoming the 
head of the combination. But, unlike 
the result of most industrial combines, 
prices went dowji instead of up, for 
this combination was not a monopoly 
Several companies were left outside. 
Plate glass today is sold for 3o cents a 
square foot at the factories. 


In 
1SOO, when Mr. McKinley was 


writing his tariff bill, he sent for Mr. 


k to get information as to 


plate glass and some other commodi- 
ties. 
Thus began the acquaintance 


which put Ethan Allen Hitchcock into 
tho cabinet of McKinley and then into 
that of Roosevelt, son of the gentleman 
who thought there was no plate glass 
sand iu this country. 


So it is really plate glass which in 


the end has shed lisclit upon the dark 
places of our public laud administra- 
tion. Future American citizens when- 
ever they see a plate glass window or 
on acre of homestead land with a hap- 
py home upon it should think thank- 
fully of Ethaii Allen Hitchcock.

Marietta, O., March 4. — Hostile dem 


onstrations were made here last night 
against Walter W. Savage of Syra 
cuse, N. Y., and his alleged accom 
plice, Andy Coruthers, and for a time 
a lynching seemed imminent. A large 
crowd surrounded the city jail, where 
the men are confined. 
Savage is an 


advertising sketch artist and has been 
here about a week, occupying a win- 
dow in the Dime Saving Society build- 
ing. He has made a specialty of get- 
ting young girls to pose. Sunday after- 
noon Savage had six girls between 
the ages of 12 and 14 years in his 
room, and it is charged gave them 
whisky, wine and beer and adminis- 
tered some kind of drug. In the even- 
ing the police discovered that some- 
thing was wrong, and upon investi- 
gating found all six of the girls un- 
conscious, lying on the floor. 
The 


girls and the two men, Coruthers hav- 
ing been found in the room, were 
taken to the city jail. 
Physicians 


were summoned and made an exam- 
ination of the girls and administered 
emetics, and about one hour afterward 
they had partly regained conscious- 
ness. The girls claim that the men 
forced them to drink. The physicians 
are convinced that two of the girls 
ETC the victims of an attempted as- 
sault. Under guard of entire police 
force the men were rushed to the 
county jail, which is on the fifth floor 
of the courthouse building. The sher- 
iff and his deputies, assisted by the 
police, are guarding the two prisoners, 
and at this time it seems that a lynch- 
ing will be averted, although the feel- 
ing of the populace is very intense.

ipg more than nine consecutive hours. 
This provision was in the bill as orig- 
inally passed by the house, but the 
senate eliminated it. 


A senate bill was passed amending 


the act enabling the people of Okla- 
homa and Indian Territory to form a 
constitution by providing for 
the 


traTxsfpy Of <*3«so^ from t>>o ^mirtct tn 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory to the 
United States and district and circuit 
courts of the state of Oklahoma. 


By a vote of 160 to 70 the house 


passed the Aldrich financial bill, the 
Republicans lining up with two cr 
three exceptions solidly fof the meas- 
ure, the Democrats being just as solid 
against it. 


The house also passed the senate 


bill providing for the establishment of 
an agricultural bank in the Philippine 
Islands. The passage of the -bill de- 
veloped diametrically opposite, views 
on the part of the two leaders of the 
minority, Mr. Dearmond of Missouri 
voting for the measure while Mr. Wil- 
liams of Mississippi, the minority 
leader, stood squarely against it. 


The final report on the pension ap- 


propriation bill, containing a provision 
for the maintenance of 18 pension 
agencies, was agreed to. 


The conferences on the general de- 


ficiency bill fixed the salary of Secre- 
tary Loeb at ?6,000, and allowed the 
appropriation of $15.000 to assist Sen- 
ator Smoot in paying the expenses of 
his case before the senate. 


Fight on Ship Subsidy. 


Never before has the senate ap- 


peared to relish so much an attempt 
to kill legislation 
by filibustering 


methods. Mr. Carmack, as the direc- 
tor of the minority movement against 
tie shin subsidy bill, kept the mem- 
bers convulsed with his sallies, and at 
no time did he try to hide the fact 
that his effort was a filibuster, pure 
and simple. Charging that the pend- 
ing measure was for the purpose of 
"looting the treasury," Mr. Carmack 
referred to the bill as voting a "sub- 
vention," and Mr. McLaurin asked 
the difference between "subsidy" and 
"subvention." Mr. Carmack answered, 
"Subsidy by any other name smells as 
bad." Just as Mr. Tillman had pro- 
duced a burst of laughter during the 
discussion of the amount of steel in 
a ship by asking how much ''steal" 
there was in ship subsidy, Senator 
Prye of Maine took occasion to rebuke 
the whole proceeding as unseemly and 
undignified. Mr. Carmack then de- 
clined to yield further to Mr. Frye, al- 
though the latter attempted to inter- 
rupt. Shortly after this the incident 
was closed 
by the 
restoration of 


amity.

tive Grosvenor, as stated on the floor 
of the senate, that body passed a 
house bill appropriating $100,000 for 
a public building at Athens, 0.
